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This is in response to the renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) 1 , filed November 12, 2004. 

On March 22, 2004, the application was deposited without an executed declaration, identifying 
Tim Forrester, Jorge Fabrega-Sanchez, and Gregory Poilasne as joint inventors. On June 8, 
2004, applicant was mailed a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application - 
Filing Date Granted" (Notice), requiring an executed oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
C.F.R. §1.63, as well as the surcharge associated with the late submission of the same. This 
Notice set a two-month period for reply.

(5) a declaration which complies with 37 CFR §1 .63. 
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With the original petition, submitted on August 12, 2004, Petitioner submitted the petition fee 
and surcharge, a declaration which has been executed by the latter two joint inventors, and a 
copy of a letter which was purportedly sent to the non-signing joint inventor. 

The original petition was dismissed via the mailing of a decision on September 14 2004 for 
tailure to establish the final three requirements above. 

With this renewed petition, Petitioner has supplied further information and documentation such 
that these three requirements have been met. 

As such, the renewed petition is GRANTED and this application is hereby accorded Rule 
§ 1.47(a) status. 

As provided in Rule 1.47(a), this Office will forward notice of this application's filing to the non- 
sigmng inventor at the addresses given in the petition. Notice of the filing of this application will 
also be published in the Official Gazette.
